Preferred temperature not over 50° F. When 4” top-growth has 
been made, the glass may be taken to a window in a warm room and if necessary 
some water can be added; never change the water completely. If the air in the 
room is very dry, it may help to moisten the flowerbuds once a day with a wad of 
cotton dipped in cool water. Every day you can see it swell—then the color will 
show — and in a little while you will have a glorious big flower spike.
